Dear Mr Orris: 

Just a few lines to let you know 
that I still receive the Chronicle 
regular. When ever the mail comes, 
I am always looking to see if there is 
a paper for me along with the rest of 
my mail, 

It gives more news than if several 
people were writing on different sub- 
jects. Some of them come fairly, but 
usually I get them about three weeks 
after they are put into print. 

We hada move about a week ago 
and at time of writing we are at 
firing camp. It was a holiday camp 
im peace time and has bean taken over 
by the army since war was declared. 
It has about 500 cabins, which we live 
in and each holds two men very com- 
fortably. We have washbins, electric 
lights and lockers in each. Although 
the beds are not here we do very well 
by sleeping on the floor.

The Agricultural Representative 


It is not many years since the 
technical agriculturist, often dubbed 
the ‘white-collared farmer, was 
regarded with suspicion and was a 


fairly successful competitor with the 
‘green Englishman’ as a target for 
the farmers’ humour. Fortunately 
for farmers, searcely a trace of that 
attitude remains. When wheat was 
two dollars or more per bushel, 
western farmers could make money 
without technical advice, Now, how- 
ever, with mixed farming becoming 
more and more prominent,’ soils 
becoming eroded and overrun with 
weeds, the technical agriculturist no 
longer has to sell himself to the 


farmer: he is in demand, All sorts 
of mysterious plant diseases, hog 


diseases, poultry diseases, livestock 
feeding problems, sowing pastures 
and hayfields, and countless other 
problems which entail financial loss 
to the farmer if the most up-to-date 
scientific knowledge is not put to 
work, require the assistance of 
scientific agriculturists. 

The most important link between 
the agricultural research worker and 
the farmer is the Agricultural Repre- 
sentative or District Agriculturist, 
as he is called in Alberta.
